SNOW DELAYS COURT 


Judge Shea Has Difficulty in Reach­ 


ing Bro wnsto wn. 


The steam and electric railways had fjnent under all circumstances of the 
all kinds of trouble this mo rning and 
there was no attempt made to run the 
trains on schedule time. 
The I. C. Ar 
S. Tractio n Co mpany kept a force of 
men o ut all night sweeping the snow 
off their tracks from Seymo ur north, 
but nevertheless they had co nsiderable 
delay of their cars. 
Many of the 
tractio n cars from each direction came 
in from thirty to forty minutes late. 
The early mo rning train eastbound 
o n the Pennsylvania line, and the 
nine o ’clock train from St. Louis were 
o ach abo ut two ho urs late. 
The west bound accommodation was 
almost an ho ur late here and No. 
1 
■came id abo ut noon. 
The snow was 
piled high on the

attached to the early south bound 
train on the Pennsylvania line. 
The 
traiu was o ver two ho urs late here. It 
was abo ut forty five minutes making 
the run of eighteen miles from Co lum­ 
bus to Seymo ur, o r a rate of twenty- 
fo ur miles 
per 
hour. 
The north 
bound train was abo ut forty five min­ 
utes late and the 8 :58 and 10:15 south 
bound trains had not arrived here yet 
at 11:30. 
The employes have been busy aro und 
the vario us railway passenger sta­ 
tio ns clearing away the snow from the 
platfo rms and in some places ex tra 
men were pressed into service 
The railro ad s are fearful that the 
snow may drift across their tracks 
with the high wind. 
Sometimes these 
drifts become so large thattraffic is sus­ 
pended and trains canno t run for 
many hours. 
The city postmen ex perienced their 
share of tro uble this mo rning and had 
much d flicuity in making their de- 
i 
liveries. 
This was especially true of 
the carriers whose routes cover the 
suburbs where the snow had drifted 
and no paths were broken. 
The c a r ­ 
riers on the rural routes also had 
much tro uble and repo rt that it was 
with much difficulty that they suc­ 
ceeded in making the delivery. 
city street department was o ut 
early and with a 
snow plow cleared 
many of the cro ssings which was much 
assistance to the public. 
The weather repo rts indicate that 
tho snow is not yet o ver and that the 
sto rm may continue for several ho urs. 
It is said this is the heaviest snow 
with one ex ception since 18 8 4.

With the completion of a few miles 
of interurban ro ad near So uth Bend 
it is now possible to make a trip from 
Chicago to Lo uisville by tractio n. 
Fo r several years these few miles wa9 
the only distance between the two 
cities which could not be traveled on 
electric lines. 
At the present time the 
trip could be made only by making 
several changes at vario us points, 
but the co mpanies believe that thro ugh 
service can so on be arranged. 
The trip from Louisville to Chicago 
can be made o ver steam ro ads in less 
than eight'Tiours, 
and it is tho ught 
that if the pro per service i9 inaugu­ 
rated, the trip (can be made over the 
electric ro ads in abo ut eleven hours. 
Plans are already being discussed 
for tractio n diners and Pullmans, and 
other equipments which are found only 
upon the steam ro ads at the present 
time. 
The interurban lines now connect­ 
ing these cities are owned by several 
companies, and a journey by tractio n 
would be rather tiresome and incon­ 
venient, as a number of different tick­ 
ets would have to be purchased and a 
change of cars made at several places. 
A traveler can now obtain a thro ugh 
ticket from Louisville to Indianapo lis 
by an arrangement of the three roads 
o perating between those points, and 
thro ugh service is arranged. 
One di­ 
vision of the ro ad ex tends from Lo uis­ 
ville to Sellersburg, contro lled by the 
Louisville and No rthern Railway and 
Lighting Co mpany. 
The Indianapo ­ 
lis and Lo uisville Tractio n Company 
owns the line from Sellersburg to this 
city, and from here the ro ad of the 
Indianapo lis Columbus and 
So uth­ 
ern Tractio n Company ex tends to the 
Indiana capito l. 
At Indianapo lis the man bound for 
Chicago will have to change cars, and 
will take the Unio n Tractio n co mpany 
flyer to Peru. 
Fro m there the W ino ­ 
na route is used to Go shen and at 
Goshen a change is made to a car of 
the No rthern Indiana Tractio n co m­ 
pany for So uth Bend. 
At So uth Bend 
the traveler changes to a car on - the 
Chicago, Lake Sho re & jSouth 
Bend 
Tractio n co m pany’s tracksjwhich runs 
into Chicago. 
It is realized 
by the 
traction men that the gservice from 
Chicago to Louisville will no t be po p­ 
ular pnder the ex isting co nditio ns and 
will make an effort to a rrange thro ugh 
cars as soo n as possible, and to pro ­ 
vide all the conveniences fo und on 
steam ro ads. 
As the thro ugh cars would necessary 
pass thro ugh this city, such service 
would mean much for Seymo ur, as it 
would not only afford the ro ute to the 
Illinois terminus but will 
provide a 
better means of reaching cities in 
northern Indiana by tractio n service.

with, resulting in a tempo rary lo ss o f 
co nscio usness. 
A hemo rrhag e fro m any part o f the 
bo dy will act m echanically to pro duce 
the sam e result. 
Perso ns 
w ith 
weak 
o r 
diso rdered 
hearts o ften faint readily, because any 
sudden demand upo n the heart may 
cause it to send o ut a hurry call fo r 
mo re blo o d than the system is able 
to supply. 
The same thing is o ften 
seen when a perso n co nvalescing fro m 
an acute illness faints fro m a slig ht 
ex ertio li, so m etim es even fro m a to o 
abrupt chang e o f po sture. 
The blo o d 
rushes do wn to meet the call upo n it, 
and the brain is left w ith to o little to 
go o n with fo r the mo ment. 
This also 
applies to sufferers fro m chro nic ane­ 
mia and to perso ns with defective cir­ 
culatio n, who se blo o d supply is always 
insufficient. 
Fo r a sim ple fainting spell but little 
treatm ent 
is 
needed. 
The 
patient 
sho uld be placed in a ho rizo ntal po si- 
tiin In o rder to equalize the circula­ 
tio n, and sho uld be allo wed plenty o f 
fresh air.

The difficulty o f welding the new'

than 2,000 years, yet it 6 ho ws few 
sig ns o f decrepitude, altho ug h the in­ 
terio r o f the trunk is ho llo w.

the first tree In the neig hbo rho o d to 
co ver itself with leaves, and the last 
to be deprived o f them. 
At the junc­ 
tio n o f the im m ense branches are two 
cavities, which are 
alw ays 
full 
o f 
water, and the peasants ascribe m ir­ 
aculo us pro perties to this water. 
Ones 
every year there is a pilg rim ag e to the 
sacred o ak o f Quillacq, and at m id­ 
nig ht between J une 23 and 24 the pil­ 
g rim s beg in 
their 
devo tio ns aro und 
the fo o t o f the tree. 


Speculatio n as taathe o rig in o f the 
m eteo ric sto nes and iro ns that o cca- 
sio naly fall fro m the sky has a pecu­ 
liar charm fo r the imag inatio n. 
The 
density o f these bo dies and the g reat 
size o f so me o f them co nstitute arg u­ 
m ents in favo r o f the view that they 
m ust have been ejected fro m so me 
m assive bo dy in space, such as the sun 
o r a star.

Cong ress, the Presid ent Calls Lead ­ 


ers to Him and Demand s Action. 


Washington. Feb. 17.—At least until 
congress acts, the teeth have been 
drawn from President Taft’s corpora­ 
tion tax law. 
The president and his 
advisers have discovered that congress 
has appropriated no money with which 
to index and display the returns from 
the corporations. Congress, it is true, 
did appropriate $100,000 “for the ex­ 
penses of collecting the corporation 
tax,” but the president has discovered 
a law passed by congress back in 1882. 
which he construes as prohibiting the 
use of any of the money for promoting 
the publicity clause of the corporation 
tax. 
The-president intends, until this 
condition of affairs can be rectified, to 
treat the returns from corporations 
merely as internal revenue returns, 
and thus the business secrets extract­ 
ed from concerns all over the country 
will bo accessible only to the taxpayer 
or Its attorney or to such persons as 
are authorized by the president. 
The president puts the entire matter 
sq uarely up to congress. 
The acting 
secretary of the treasury has w’ritten 
a letter to Speak er Cannon urging the 
necessity of the passage of a bill pro­ 
viding a $50,000 appropriation for car­ 
rying out the publicity feature of the 
law’. 
The president holds that the In­ 
tention of congress wrhen it passed the 
corporation tax was to mak e the re­ 
turns accessible to the public. 
He re­ 
gards the failure of congress to pro­ 
vide specifically for this as an over­ 
sight. 


The Presid ent Is Imp atient. 
President Taft’s impatience over the 
apparent indifference and hostility of 
congress to his legislative program be- I 
came more evident w hen he summoned 
a number of senators to the White 
House and urged them to do some­ 
thing. 
In a measure he succeeded in 
getting action. 
He called Senator Carter of Mon- 1 
tana to the White House to discuss i 
the prospect for the postal savings 
bank bill, and from Senator Beveridge 
he req uested an account of the diffi- i 
culties that beset the pathway of the 
j 
bill reorganizing the Alask an govern- 
j 
ment and the measure giving state­ 
hood to New Mexico and Arizona. 
The president also called in Senator ; 
Borah of Idaho and tried to persuade j 
him that It wras the latter's duty to 
cease obstructing the Alask an bill. 
Borah is one of Die persistent oppon- 
e ts of the bill. He has contended on 
the floor that the passage of the hill 
would result in turning tlx? proposed 
legislative council into the hands of 
the wealthy mine owners of Alask a. 
It is understood that the' president 
found Senator Borah very stubborn in 
his opinion and that before the senator 
left the conference the president k new 
that it vvas hopeless to expect him to 
reconcile his views on that q uestion 
with those of the administration. 
The president has been informed 
from several sources that there is a 
very strong opposition to his Alask an 
bill, and it is practically certain that it 
will he one of the first measures to he 
abandoned by the president, if he dis­ 
covers he will have to throw over a 
part of his progrhm for the present 
session. 
Senat(^Carter, who has had charge 
of the measure in the senate, explain­ 
ed to the president the increasing op­ 
position to the postal savings bill.

After hearing all of the discouraging 
reports, President Taft pointed out to 
Senator Carter the necessity of mak ing 
some progress with the bills now pend­ 
ing in the two houses of congress that 
embody administration policies. 
He 
made it clear that of these measures 
the postal savings hank bill was of 
vital importance. 
Senator Carter ex­ 
pressed confidence in his ability to 
pass the hill, stripped of 
the Root 
amendment, if he could have a little j 
time to compose differences among the I 
Republican leaders of the senate, and 
the president told him to go about it 
without delay. 
Before Senators Car­ 
ter and Beveridge had left the White I 
House it was agreed that the Alask a 
bill should be sidetrack ed for the 
present; that the postal savings bill 
should be made the unfinished busi­ 
ness of the senate and k ept before that 
body to the exclusion of everything

worth of Ohio, doing the same ^ ing 
for the southern district, was before 
the house when Representative Park er 
of New Jersey, chairman of the judi­ 
ciary committee, read a letter from Mr. 
Ellis indorsing both propositions. 
In­ 
stantly Mann was out of his seat, de­ 
manding to k now whether that letter 
had been written before or after Mr. 
Ellis became chairman. It turned out 
; that it had been written after he took 
the job, whereupon .Mr. Mann, appar­ 
ently very indignant, denounced It in 
no measured terms. 
“I did not k now,” he said, “that it 
req uired an assistant to the attorney 
general of the United States, acting as 
chairman of the state central commit­ 
tee of Ohio, to recommend the creation 
of a judgeship while the attorney gen­ 
eral himself k eeps q uiet.” 
Mr. Mann retorted to a suggestion 
by Chairman Park er of the judiciary 
committee that a letter from Mr. Ellis 
on this matter was about the same 
thing as a letter from the attorney 
general, with “Well, I guess the attor­ 
ney general is still able to sign his own 
mail.” 
He expressed particular astonish­ 
ment over the fact that although the 
matter had been pending for some 
time, Mr. Ellis had not sent the letter 
of indorsement until he was appointed 
He suggested that he smelled politics 
in the whole business and said that 
Mr. Ellis did not have a proper appre- 
ciation “of the high office of assistant 
to the attorney general.” 
Mr. Longworth answered Mr. Mann. 
When he got on his feet he was angry. ; 
“I am afraid to say what I think .” he { 
cried, shak ing his finger at the general i 
objector. “Don’t be afraid,” veiled Mr. 
Mann, “go right ahead; don’t be afraid 
of me.”

Europea n ma nufa cturers of a lleged 
a ntiques look upon the people of the 
United Sta tes as their best customers 
a nd their fa ctories a re running ov er­ 
tim e in order that there may be pro­ 
duced sufficient specimens of the old 
and unique to supply the America n 
trade. 
Some $9 ,000.000 worth of old 
ta pestries were to be deliv ered in this 
country before Christma s day that the 
buy er liv ing under 
the 
Sta rs 
and 
Stripes may sa tisfy his a rtistic long­ 
ings and point proudly to things sa id 
to ha v e one time belonged to house­ 
holds which were modern about the 
tim e tha t Cha rlema gne w'as the po­ 
litica l boss of the world. 
The a ntique business is not confined^ 
to ta pestries. 
It has a ssumed a la rm ­ 
ing proportions in a lm ost ev ery other 
line. 
It ha s become so widesprea d 
tha t the legitima te dea lers are a lrea dy 
suffering, for the cunning ma kers of 
the spurious a rticles ha v e done their 
work so deftly tha t the ca sua l observ ­ 
er ca nnot detect the 
difference. 
A 
bra ss ship’s lantern ma de in London 
in the ea rly nineteenth century 
at 
$5.50 sounds like a bargain, as does 
a n egg-boiler of the first empire at 
$12 .50, until y ou discov er modern ma ­ 
teria l therein. 
I bought a fine speci­ 
men of da gger in a Spa nish colony 
and was m ightily pleased with it un­ 
til one day the ha ndle slipped off and 
I found the mark showing it to be con­ 
structed of America n ca st steel. 
An 
odd bit of cotton cloth picked up in 
Ha y ti wa3 a lso a v a lued possession 
until I lea rned tha t it wa s made in 
New Engla nd and shipped to the black 
republic in order tha t it might return 
to the United Sta tes in the ha nds of 
Buch unsuspecting purcha sers as m y ­ 
self. 
So widesprea d is the fraud per­ 
petra ted by unscrupulous dealers and 
so continuing is the imposition upon 
collectors who essa y to pick up old 
silv er, china and period furniture in 
the United Kingdom and continenta l 
Europe tha t the United Sta tes Depa rt­ 
m ent of Commerce and Labor is wa rn­ 
ing America ns in its publica tions to 
bewa re of the frauds. 


One of the cra zes affected by some 
Am erica ns just at present is the col­ 
lection of m inia tures and 
decorated 
snuff and ma tch box es. 
These and 
sim ila r a rticles are ma nufa ctured by 
deft and dex terous copy ists and are 
sold by the gross to dea lers who rep­ 
resent them to be genuine, if the dea l­ 
er ha ppens to be a European dev oting 
h is time and a ttention to the Am eri­ 
ca n tourist trade. 
The ma nufa cturer 
a lso ships these a rticles to this coun­ 
try for sa le on their merits as copies 
of origina ls. 
“ Old m a rks” on china are pra ctic­ 
a lly mea ningless in this day of subter­ 
fuge and fraud. 
The a ma teur collect­ 
or of china should beware o f the oily . 
dea ler in Europe. 
Genuine ex a mples 
of Dresden, 
Chelsea, 
Worcester 
or 
Bow 
are 
worth 
more than 
their 
weight in 
gold. 
Many 
pieces 
pur­ 
cha sed because of their refined deco­ 
ra tion and simple gilding and because 
they 
bore 
the golden anchor 
ha v e 
turned out to be fa kes produced by 
well-known firms on 
the 
continent. 
Ev en ex a mples of more recent china 
and pottery , ea rly nineteenth century 
wa re, as 
Derby , 
W o rcester, 
Spode, 
Coalport and Rockingha m china and 
Wedgwood, Spode, 
Mason and other 
potteries are faked and sold at ex or­ 
bita nt prices as genuine. 
These do 
not especia lly a ttra ct the collector, but 
they are freely bought by trav elers. 
There is a way , howev er, of protect­ 
ing one's self. 
Ex pert a dv ice may be 
sought and a written gua ra ntee de­ 
ma nded. 
The English 
courts 
ha v e 
held, quite recently , tha t if a fa lse de­ 
scription of an a ntique is giv en in an 
inv oice, the purcha ser is entitled to 
full recov ery . 
Any ev a sion, or hesita ­ 
tion on the part of a dealer to giv e 
such a gua ra nty may usua lly be a c­ 
cepted as a token of his dishonesty . 
Forgery of old English silv er is not 
common, owing to fear of the law. So­ 
phistica tion of hall-marks 
in Great 
Brita in is 
a 
ha za rdous 
occupation. 
Then a ga in, the 
a lmost 
prohibitiv e 
price of old English silv er confines its 
purcha se to the wea lthy . 
Howev er, 
there are fa kers who will remov e a 
ha ll-ma rk from any old bit of silv er 
of little v a lue and insert it into 
a 
piece 
of 
modern 
ma nufa cture 
for 
which an immense price ma y be ob­ 
ta ined. 
For 
these, 
America ns 
a re 
found who will pay y bout twenty tim es 
the real v alue. 


Inv estiga tions by United Sta tes con­ 
suls abroad show that in Ho llan d old 
chests, ca binets, desks and cha irs of 
little v a lue are co llected , and, a fter 
being v eneered 
w ith chea ply m ad e 
ma rquetry , are sen t to En g lan d . 
Old 
oa k beams fro m d em o lish ed ch u rch es 
and gra ner&s are lik ew ise in co n stan t 
dema nd for conv ersion into Jacobean 
refectory ta bles and Queen Anne fur­ 
niture. 
Mid-Victorian 
pedestal side­ 
boa rds are a mputa ted in to specimens 
of Robert Adam, and conv entiona l in­ 
la y suita ble for Shera ton furniture is 
cut out by ma chinery and supplied in 
a ny qua ntity to those who ha v e the 
sk ill and inclina tion to ia biica tb a n ­ 


tiques. 
Gra ndfa ther clocks 
are 
fre­ 
quently ma de up of such incongruities 
as a modern dial with a forged ma k­ 
er’s na me and date, a nd 
old 
case 
patched up and set off with modern 
inlay , and 
perha ps 
works about 
50 
y ea rs old. 
The Stra div a rius v iolins 
are a lm ost a s numerous as the mod­ 
ern instrum ents, while old a rmor and 
medals, all of modern make, are pro­ 
duced by the wagon load. 
Cheap and 
ina rtistic J a pa nese wa re is 
flooding 
Europe for the purpose of interesting 
the Am erica ns who like to buy such 
things, and more Chinese 
stuff, a l­ 
leged to ha v e been taken from the pal­ 
ace of the emperor during the Box er 
troubles, is for sa le tha n ha s been 
produced in the orienta l empire dur­ 
ing the last twenty y ears. 
It 
is 
a 
grea t 
modern 
enterprise, 
this m a king of a ntiques, and the grea t­ 
est pra cticia ns of 
the a rt are the 
shrewd Europea n dea lers who depend 
upon America n purcha sers to fill their 
coffers.

it is to be feared tha t in only too .many 
insta nces It is just this and nothing 
more. 
On the London stock ex cha nge a n­ 
other 
method 
prev a ils which, 
sa y s 
Moody ’s Magazine, it is probable has 
done more in the long-ago past to giv e 
stock specula tion its bad na me tha n 
all the episodes of an unsa v ory na ­ 
ture which ha v e ev er 
occurred 
on 
American ex cha nges. 
In London a fter 
the inev ita ble introduction to a broker 
the new custom er giv es his order, but 
ma kes no deposit a t all. 
The broker is supposed to 
learn 
som ething of his new client’s mea ns 
and how far he should be a llowed to 
commit himself. 
Twice a month the 
English ha v e wha t they call their set­ 
tlement da y s. 
A custom er long, of a 
stock whose com m itm ent ha s 
gone 
somewha t a ga inst hfcn is then requir­ 
ed to pa y the differences, as they a re 
called, between his purcha se price and 
the current quota tion. 
He m ust a lso pay a cha rge ca lled a 
conta ngo for holding the settlem ent 
ov er into the nex t fortnightly period 
if he does not wish to close the coin- 
i mitment. 
As a consequence of this 
wa y of doing business a 
specula tor 
ma y be tra ding o h a few' points mar- 
■ gin in rea lity , or in fa ct on no ma r­ 
gin at all; lie ma y be utterly penni- 
; less without his broker’s knowing it. 
That this method works out with 
fewer losses in Engla nd tha t it wouid 
do here is due to the fa ct tha t the so- 
I eial and economic stra ta to which an 
Englishm a n belongs are much ea sier 
| to determine than the corresponding 
I facts a mong us, and a lso that an in­ 


troduction 
m ea ns more m ere 
tha n 
here, as the introducer is rega rded a s 
to a certa in ex tent responsible mor­ 
a lly for the business deportment pf his 
friend. 
It is worth while observ ing 
(a nd 
this is the ex ception referred to a bov e) 
that, in certa in insta nces the methods 
pursued in America n stock ex cha nge 
houses are the sa me a s those obta in­ 
ing in Ivondon. 
Little a s the fa ct is 
known, it is not an unfrequent custo.ni 
for v ery w ea lthy specula tors to ha v e 
no fix ed ma rgin or ev en no m a rgin at 
all with their brokers. 
If a man of this sort loses on a 
com m itm ent he sends his 
broker 
a 
check for the loss; if he wins his bro­ 
kers remit to him for his ga ins. 
The 
broker dislikes to offend a v ery pow­ 
erful client by troubling him for funds 
and 
hence 
ta kes 
risks 
with 
his 
a ccount which he would not drea m of 
ta king w ith the a ccount of 
sm a ller 
men. 
Insta nces of this sort 
som e­ 
tim es become public in ca ses where 
the broker is forced into ba nkruptcy , 
whether ow ing to this ca use or not.

will be the oddest hot-wea ther resi­ 
dence ev er constructed. 
It is to be built by Ha rry de Bow 
Ba rnes, who ha s an office in the Mar- 
bridge building, at 34th 
street 
and 
6th 
a v enue, 
and 
who liv es in the 
Bronx , the New York World say s. 
He 
enga ged 
W. 
H. Buckhout, a 
Ha eksa ck 
a rchitect, to prepare 
the 
plans. 
Mr. Buckhout described them 
la st night in this wa y : 
“ Four hollow steel poles or ma sts, 
each forty -fiv e feet in length and eight 
inches 
in 
dia meter, 
will 
support a 
pla tform twenty -fiv e feet square. 
The 
poles pass through the corners of the 
pla tform for fiv e feet and act a s a 
brace for the bunga low that is built 
upon the pla tform. 
A spira l sta irca se 
giv es a ccess to the bunga low through 
the mediu.:n of a dooV in the under 
side of the pla tform. 
T his sta irwa y is 
fitted 
with a ga tew a y tha t ca n 
be 
closed at will by the occupa nts of the 
bunga low, so a s to shut out undesir­ 
able callers. 
“ Both the pla tform and the bunga ­ 
low a re to be of sea soned oak. 
The 
structure itself w ill be fitted with all 
sorts 
of 
hot-wea ther 
conv eniences. 
Ev ery preca ution will be ta ken to in­ 
sure the sa fety of its occupa nts from 
winds and thunderstorms. 
It will a lso 
be fitted with an a nti-swa y ing dev ice 
tha t has been inv ented by Mr. Ba rnes 
him self.” 
If the ex perim ent turns out to be a 
success, a s Mr. Ba rnes believ es it will, 
it is possible tha t bungalow’s on stilts 
will become popular.

Mr. Clau de White In his recently -pu blibhed book, “Sikkim and Bhu tan,” 
and in his lectu re at the opening session of the Roy al Geog raphical Society , 
has brou g ht to notice the fact that Bhu tan Is a cou ntry fu ll of pictu resqu e 
forts and qu aint monasteries. 
The forts were bu ilt for defense du ring the 
many y ears in which the cou ntry was plu ng ed in a constant state of inter­ 
necine warfare and are placed in the most commanding positions, whilst the 
monasteries are hidden away in inaccessible and seclu ded spots. 
These 
monasteries were fou nded by holy men, disciples of Bu ddha, who in order 
to practice one of their principal tenets, that of contemplation, hav e chosen 
some lonely place In which to carry on their dev otions u ndistu rbed by the 
ou ter world. 
It was in this way the famou s and sacred monastery of Paro- 
tak-tsang was fou nded by Gu ru Padma Sambawah, w-ho liv ed In a small cav e, 
wrhich is still pointed ou t, u nder the main temple (the central bu ilding In 
the pictu re).

the hou se is kept well bedded with 
straw, while the rest is not, the ex cre­ 
ment will be left on the u nbedded por­ 
tion of the floor, and the bed itself 
will alway s be clean.
